Brotherhood of Electrica 
Oppose Unit Election in 


A half hour after rejecting the 
CIO demand for an election of the 
P. G. and E. employes of Alameda 
county alone and ruling favorably 
on the petition of the international 
brotherhood of electrical workers, 
A. F. of L., to hold the election for 
the entire system, the N.L.R.B. 
pulled another “quickie” and re- 
scinded its action denying the CIO 
demand, 

Although 70 per cent of the P. 
G. E. employes have expressed a 
desire to affiliate with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, and the 
company unit is the most logical 
and advantageous unit from the 
standpoint of the employes to base 
the balloting upon, the N.L.R.B. 
permitted this orderly procedure 
to be sabotaged only because the 
communist party cracked the whip 
and used the CIO’s few employes} 
in Alameda county as the excuse. 

Confident of the result of a sys- 
tem-wide election, and eager to 
prevent any disruption of service 
in this vital industry, the interna- 
tional brotherhood of electrical 
workers had called upon the N.L. 
R.B. to hold the election and op- 
posed the CIO’s groundless request 
to do it on a unit basis. 

After hearing all of the argu-| 
ments in the case, the N.L.R.B.| 
granted the A. F. of L. union’s re-|

quest and rejected the CIO’s de- 
mand, ruling that an election would 
be held for the entire system. But 
hardly had this ruling been made 
when the board reversed itself. So 
short was the interval of time be- 
tween the ruling and its rescinding 
that even if there had been any 
new evidence, it could not possibly 
have been considered. 

In another hearing before the 
N.L.R.B. charges of unfair labor 
practices on the part of this same 
company were presented by the 
international brotherhood of elec- 
trical workers stating that the 
“California Gas and Electric Em- 
ployes’ Union” and the “Western 
Utility Employes’ Union” are com- 
pany-dominated and that no fair 
election is possible as long as these 
two company unions are on the 
ballot, the brotherhood has_ re- 
quested that both be disestablished. 
The board has not ruled on this 
matter. 

The obviously prejudicial, anti-A. 
F. of L. action of the N.L.R.B. in 
bowing to the demand of the CIO 
not only deprives the A. F. of L. of 
its basic rights, but serves to dis- 
credit unionism in the eyes of the 
public by continuing turmoil in an 
industry which could be stabilized 
as far as employer-employe rela- 
tionship is concerned.

though he had never built any 
houses or any other kind of build- 
ings around Detroit. 


“Columnists, including Pegler, 
are trying to make the American 
public believe that Currier is a 
legitimate building contractor. But 
he is not. They are trying to make 
the American public believe that 
the opposition of organized labor in 
Detroit to the awarding of this con- 
tract is because Currier proposes to 
build it on a prefabricated basis. 
As a matter of fact, American Fed- 
eration of Labor union contractors 
bid on this job on the same speci- 
fications that Currier bid. The cost 
of construction for this type of 
building, the labor cost on it, is 
less than one third of the total 
cost. Currier’s bid is better than a 
thousand dollars per unit less than 
the nearest union contractor. That 
price would be impossible, no mat- 
ter what method was used to put 
these houses up. 

“Following the announcement of 


Currier being the successful bid- 
der on this contract, there came 
another announcement, that Cur- 


rier had signed a five-year closed 
shop contract with the CIO con- 
struction workers’ union at no ad- 
justment in wage scales in the com- 
munity. This, of course, is not in 
accordance with the truth. His 
CIO friends that he just signed a 
contract with attempted to strike 
his plant a year ago, and picketed 
it for three months. 

“At the time Currier signed 
this contract with the united 
construction workers’ union, 
the CIO union had no member- 
ship in his plant. The Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor 
unions in Detroit had a verbal 
agreement with the contractors 
and building material supply 
dealers of Detroit, that Cur- 
rier is a member of, to recog- 
nize the American Federation 
of Labor unions as the bar- 
gaining agency for the em- 
ployes of those who belong to 
the association. Currier signed 
a closed-shop contract with the 
CIO without any of his people 
being members, and he placed 
the head of the Currier com- 
pany union at the head of the 
CIO construction workers’ un- 
ion. 

“Instead of Mr. Arnold, if he is 
an honest public official, concern- 
ing himself with the opposition of 
the American Federation of Labor 
unions at Detroit to prevent Cur- 
rier from getting this contract, I 
challenge him to investigate the 
conspiracy between the CIO and 
the Currier Lumber company to 
violate the national labor relations 
law. 

“This is an illegal combination 
to deprive the Currier employes of 
their rights under the national la- 
bor relations law. Make sure, my 
friends, Currier is not a construc- 
tion contractor; he never has been 
a construction contractor. He is a 
building-material supply man who 
makes the bulk of his revenue from 
the loans of money that he is 
handling in Detroit for the eastern 
bankers, and he has been giving 
the legitimate building supply con- 
tractors in Detroit the worst kind

ous fact is that it takes two sides} 
to make peace. The president him- 
self declared at a press conference 
in Washington, D. C., more than a! 
year ago that the American Fed-| 
eration of Labor had responded 
willingly and favorably to each 
appeal for both sides to sit down 
together and work out a settlement 
of differences around the confer- 
ence table. At the same time the 
president acknowledged that he 
had not received a favorable re- 


zation. 

“The same situation has obtained 
since. We of the American 
Federation of Labor have made 
repeated overtures for a resump- 
tion of peace negotiations with the 
CIO. Our pleas have been rejected 
or ignored each time. In my Labor 
day address a month ago I declared 
that the restoration of labor unity 
would be a vital factor in making 
the national defense effort more 
effective. Only two days ago, I 
made a similar statement in the 
opening address to this sixty-first 
annual convention of the American 
Federation of Labor. But we have 
still not heard a word or a whisper 
from the other side. 

“Under the circumstances, I 
am compelled to say to the 
president of the United States 
—there is no point in directing 
further appeals on this subject 
to the American Federation of 
Labor. We are willing to talk 
peace and make peace at any 
time we are accorded an oppor- 
tunity to do so. We suggest 
that you direct your future ap- 
peals to the CIO with all the 
influence at your command un- 
til the representatives of that 
organization agree to confer 
with us. 

"In the concluding sentences of 


his message to the current Amer-| 


ican Federation of Labor conven- 
tion, the president reminded us 
that the workers in bondage 
throughout the world look to us 
to produce the weapons of freedom 
to release them from slavery. The 
president concluded with this sig- 
nificant statement: 

“"T know you will not fail them.’ 

“May I say, Mr. President, that 
we deeply appreciate your confi- 
dence and we will do everything in 
our power to merit your faith. On 
behalf of the five million members 
of the American Federation of 
Labor, I assure you and the people 
of our country that we will not fail 
America.”

Hillman Criticized and 
Defended As Convention 
Speaker; CIO Raiding 
Scored 


In a three-day convention that 
sparkled with decisive action and 
sharp debate, the Building and 
Construction Trades Department 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor resolved to give the govern- 
ment every ounce of cooperation 
from its million and a half mem- 
bers for the successful completion 
of the defense construction pro- 
gram. 


Speakers representing the chief 
federai defense agencies bestowed 
high praise on the officers and 
members of the building trades 
unions for their fine record to date 
and urged them on even greater 
accomplishments in the future. 


Among these speakers was Sid- 
ney Hillman, associate director of 
OPM, who stressed the need for 
all-out effort to crush Hitler. 


William Hutcheson, president of 
the brotherhood of carpenters and 
joiners of America, voiced vigorous 
objections to permitting Hillman 
to speak ‘not because I have any 
objections to the gentlemen per- 
sonally or any criticism of his of- 
| ficial conduct, but because he is 
| the head of a CIO union.” 

In response, John Coyne, presi- 
|dent of the department, declared 
| Hillman had been helpful and co- 


;operative to the building trades 
unions and had recognized them 


on all 
work. 

Another flurry resulted after D. 
W. Tracy, assistant secretary of 
labor, called upon the union repre- 
sentatives to prevent all strikes in 
the future and make their 99 per 
cent successful record in this re-| 
gard 100 per cent perfect. 

CIO Use Disruptive Tactics 

Daniel J. Tobin, president of the 
|teamsters, immediately retorted 
with sharp criticism of “certain de- 
partments of the government” for 
|failing to speak out publicly 
against CIO raiding tactics which 
| have a disruptive effect on produc- 
tion. He said he meant no criti- 
|}cism of Mr. Tracy, but pointed out 
|that the latter should know from 
his experience as former head of | 
the international brotherhood of 
| electrical workers that it is not al- 
| ways easy or possible to prevent 
strikes. | 
| Citing specific instances in Pitts- 
| burgh and Detroit of CIO attempts | 
to stir A. F. of L. members, Mr. 
| Tobin continued: 

“Yet there is no punishment, 
no condemnation of such ac- 
tivity by the government. The 
truth must be told on who is 
causing crimes against labor 
today!” 

President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor,}| 
who addressed the convention on 
|its closing day, also condemned | 
|CIO attempts to chisel into the | 
| building trades field. He recalled 
|that when the CIO was formed 
{their slogan was to “organize the} 
unorganized” and he asked how 
|this policy could be squared with 
the raiding of well-organized and 
strongly established building trades 
| unions. | 
| “The CIO rating is inde | 

fensible, violates all ethics of | 

labor and is one of the great- | 
est crimes against labor,” Mr. 

Green charged. 

Praising the record of the build- 
ing trades unions in the defense 
program and their patriotic service 
to the government, Mr. Green said 
that while labor would willingly 
discipline itself and avoid strikes | 
that would retard production, it 
will fight to the utmost of its 
powers against proposed legislation | 
to outlaw strikes and abolish the 
right to strike. That way lies in- 
voluntary servitude and forced la- 
bor, he declared. 

Two of the most important reso- 
lutions adopted referred to the na-| 
|tional defense program’s interfer-| 
lence with building construction. 

One urged that unnecessary ap- 
provals of priorities be eliminated, 
so that they can be made effective 
for both defense housing and hous- 
ing in private industry.

The prin- 
ciple of free voluntary negotiations 
between employers and employes 
has been retained, although some 
“cherished practices sometimes 
had to be yielded with promises of 
post-war restoration.” 

“We cannot afford, by emotional 
appeals to patriotism, to have 
standards of living reduced,” he 
continued. “In some cases, even in 
wartime, they must be enhanced, 
not only for the sake of the work-

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AFL SHOWS PAY HIKES 


NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR 
SOARING LIVING COSTS 


Profiteers Are Using Alibi to 


Justify Gouging; 40-Hour 
Week Is Defended 


Propaganda blaming wage in- 
oceans for skyrocketing living 
costs and the 40-hour week with 
impending defense production were 
demolished by the A. F. of L. this 
week in one of the most significant 

ports it has ever published. 

The federation charged that 
many manufacturers and business 
men are profiteering enormously 
behind the alibi of “higher wages.” 

So far this year, the report dis- 
closed, wage increases have added 
only 2 per cent to manufacturing 
costs. The advance has been small 
because wages are only a minor 
part of total production expenses, 
and even that 2 per cent could have 
been absorbed by greater volume 
and overhead savings, the federa- 
tion declared. The steel industry 
has done that; It raised wages 
without adding to prices, but its 
1940 profits were twice the previ- 
ous year, and this year they will 
double last year’s. 

Nonetheless, industry as a whole

13% per cent since January 1, or 
over 6% times more than payroll 
increases could possibly justify. 
That figure graphically confirms 
what the census bureau has found 
in the 40 to 50 years during which 
it has made studies of industry. 
Add Huge Profits 


The census reports have shown 
that, on the average, every time 
manufacturers have added a dollar 
in wages they have piled on an 
extra $6.50 to the cost of their 
goods. 

In some industries, lately, the 
profiteering has been even more 
startling, as shown by the A. F. 
of L. 


Only in the automobile indus- 
try, where the government has 
exerted some price controls, has 
the rise been relatively moderate. 

These exorbitant price advances 
must be stopped by legislation, or | 
dangerous inflation will follow, the | 
A. F. of L. warned. | 

In the section of its report on} 
the 40-hour week, the federation 
made it clear that there is “no| 
basis for recent talk of lengthening | 
the work week as a measure to |

AFL Praised 
By Perkins 


Unions Backed by Social 
Security and Wage-Hour 
Laws, Labor Department 
Secretary Says 


The efforts of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor in securing the 
enactment of many laws benefiting 
workers were lauded by Secretary 
of Labor Frances Perkins in an 
address to the 61st annual conven- 
tion of the federation. She also 
praised the building trades unions 
for their achievements in transfer- 
ring workers to defense projects 
with special reference to the air 
base at Corpus Christi, Texas, 

“Many conferences over the past 
eight years with President Green 
and with other ranking officials of 
the national and state organiza- 
tions have made it clear to me that 
the American Federation of Labor 
stands for high principles in its 
public relations and in its indus- 
trial relations,” she said. 

AFL Cooperates 

“The cooperation of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor represent- 
atives with the department of la- 
bor made possible the establish- 
ment of the social security pro- 
gram, the wage and hour legisla- 
tion, and the nationwide develop- 
ment of the public employment ser- 
vices. I do not need to tell you 
how much such legislation has 
meant to millions of American 
men, women and children, most of 
them not members of your trade 
union organization, but profiting 
by your foresight and your intelli- 
gence in your support of the mea- 
sures which have changed the pic- 
ture of life for them. 

Praise For Building Trades 

“One of the most notable achieve- 
ments of American labor, perhaps, 
was the program by which it took 
its full share of responsibility for 
the work in building the air base 
Corpus Christi, Texas, where 
skilled and unskilled labor had to 
be brought from great distances,

EAST COAST NAVY YARD 
WORKERS WIN WAGE HIKE 


100,000 Workers in Government 
Yards Benefit From New Wage 
Increase; Effective October 13 


Over 100,000 workers in the gov- 


ernment navy yards on the Atlantic 
coast received the cheering news 
this week that the navy depart- 
ment had granted wage increases 
running into many millions of dol- 
lars a year. 

The gains were a big victory for 
A. F. of L. metal trades unions, 
which for many months had been 
conducting a campaign for higher 
pay to bring the men up to com- 
parable earnings in private indus- 
tries. 

Under the new schedule, the gov- 
ernment for the first time estab- 
lished a uniform scale along the

same crafts. Hitherto, employes in 
South Atlantic yards had ‘been paid 
less than in the north. This action 
follows the fixing of a uniform 
rate for like craftsmen in all pri- 
vate shipyards along the coast, 
a stabilization agreement 
worked out between unions and 
employers. 

The wage boosts range from a 
few cents an hour for most crafts 
in the northern yards to as much 
as 32 cents an hour in some south- 
ern yards. 

In the Washington navy yards, 
which has 18,000 employes, 12-cent- 
an-hour increases were given to 
machinists and 13 cents to boiler- 
makers. These and other standard 
crafts will get rates of $1.06, $1.12, 


|or $1.18 an hour, depending on the 


classification in which they fall. 
The new rates became effective 
as of October 13, but navy officials 
said it may take some time, be- 
cause of bookkeeping changes, for 
the boosts actually to get into the 
pay envelopes. Similar increases 


were ordered for west coast navy 
yards several months ago.

Not the Remedy for Inflation 


Inflation hangs over us like a specter. No group appreciates | 
the dang ger more than wage-earners. But this does not mean| 
hat every plan brought forth fo: ivowed put pose | 
f curbing inflation: 

Whe reserve bank has recently formulated rules curb-| 
ng bi on the installment plan. The rules, which do not| 
apply estate, seem reasonable. They aim at uniformity | 
in installment paying, fixing minimum payment as well as 
the duration. The regulations may reduce some of the high- 
pressure salesmanship, for salesmen will be laid off. The chances | 
are, however, that the regulations will have little effect on 
high prices. High prices are mainly due to scarcity. Priority 
orders are creating a scarcity of consumer goods, which with-| 


out price control leads to infl: ition. 


We sincerely hope that the installment-buying regulations 
will not be made increasingly rigorous, in another effort to curb 
inflation, by limiting this form of credit as prices rise. We 
agree, however, that this is no time to mortgage incomes 
heavily.

Convention Seeks Assistant Attorney General’s 
Removal From Office If Charges of Illegal 


Prosecution of Unions Are True 


The American Federation of La- 
bor called upon Attorney General 
Biddle to investigate the anti-union 
activities of his assistant, Thurman 
Arnold, and to remove him from 
office if certain charges made 
against him are true. The A. F. of 
L. convention also approved the 
recommendation that these charges 
be brought to the attention of 
President Roosevelt by a _ special 
committee to be appointed by the 
executive council. 


The charges against Arnold, as 
outlined in the report of the reso- 
lutions committee to the conven- 
tion, were that he has prosecuted 
trade unions under the anti-trust 
laws without legal warrant, that he 
has written articles for publication 
and lobbied in support of legisla- 
tion to axe legitimate labor activi- 
ties and that he has treated labor 
defendants in anti-trust cases like 
criminals, requiring that they be 
fingerprinted and put up bail, while 
employers under similar charges 
have not been forced to undergo 
such humiliations. 


The resolutions committee report, 
approved 
asked Attorney General Biddle to 
inquire whether Arnold had 
ceived compensation for writing 
articles on the subject of his anti- 
trust campaigns on the basis of 


the federal government. 

Other highlights of the conven- 
}tion sessions as it reached the 
half-way mark, included: 

1. The complete overhauling 
of the personnel of the national 
labor relations board was 
heartily commended by the 
convention as an important A. 
F. of L. victory, but enact- 
ment of amendments to the 
national labor relations act was
